We are delighted to offer selected porcelains from the Mujintang Collection, this time focusing on 
‘Ko-Sometuke’ ‘old blue and white porcelain’ for the Japanese market. Specifically made for the Japanese in 
the 17th century, the collection includes a variety of shapes and designs, destined for use in the Japanese tea 
ceremony. The potters of Jingdezhen increased production for this market during the Wanli Emperors reign (1572 
- 1620), whose own orders of porcelain for the court outstripped production at this time. The Chinese potters 
copied shapes from Japanese Shino and Oribe pottery wares, and the decoration was inspired by illustrations 
from popular Ming Dynasty books, such as: Hasshu Gafu and The Fang Family Compendium of Ink Cakes. 
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Also at this time the Portuguese, Spanish, Dutch and British were beginning to establish their global trade 
routes and colonies and ‘exotic’ goods such as spices, silks, lacquer and porcelains found their way into noble 
collections across Europe fuelling the fashion and collectors delight in oriental porcelains for over four centuries 
to the present day. Amongst this group offered for sale is a splendid maple-leaf shaped ‘Dragon’ dish, (lot 1), 
with classic robust and lively painting from the Tianqi period (1621 - 1627), concluding the section with (lot 16), 
a rare Kangxi period ‘Musicians’ charger, circa 1720, after a European design by Bonnard, illustrating a change in 
taste and markets transitioning from the turbulent end of the Ming to the Qing dynasties, and a further shift in 
taste for the global export markets over a period of approximately 100 years.

Jade Neolithic congs and bi discs are probably some of the most intriguing objects from ancient Chinese culture. They 
were carved by the Liangzhu people who lived around the current Lake Tai in Jiangsu province. Scholars are not sure of 
their actual purpose, although they have been found included in the Liangzhu tombs of noblemen as burial goods for the 
after-life. There are several examples known in western and Asian museums, in particular the British museum has fine 
examples. Jessica Rawson has suggested that these pieces may all have come from one or two tombs discovered in the 
late 19th or early 20th century, see Rawson, J. Chinese jade from the Neolithic to the Qing, British Museum, London, 1995, 
pg.122 & 128. 


According to Davids & Jellinek, Provenance, 2011, pg.132, Wing Commander Lord Cunliffe, ‘was one of the best-known 
of the mid 20th century collectors of Chinese works of art and a prominent member of the Oriental Ceramic Society from 
1946. He first strode into the pages of Bluett’s Day Books on Thursday 30th November 1944, purchasing a small Han 
dynasty pottery jar with a notable iridescent glaze for £15. Over a period of almost twenty years he bought more than 
400 pieces from Bluett’s.’

(a) Edward Lear: In our opinion a work by the artist. (When 
the artist's forename(s) is not known, a series of 
asterisks, followed by the surname of the artist, 
whether preceded by an initial or not, indicates that in 
our opinion the work is by the artist named. 

(b) Attributed to Edward Lear: In our opinion probably a 
work by the artist but less certainty as to authorship is 
expressed than in the preceding category. 

(c) Studio of Edward Lear: In our opinion a work by an 
unknown hand in the studio of the artist which may be 
or may not have been executed under the artist's 
direction. 

(d) Circle of Edward Lear: In our opinion a work by an as 
yet unidentified but distinct hand, closely associated 
with the named artist but not necessarily his pupil. 

(e) Style of ...; Follower of Edward Lear: In our opinion a 
work by a painter working in the artist's style, 
contemporary or nearly contemporary, but not 
necessarily his pupil. 

(f) Manner of Edward Lear: In our opinion a work in the 
style of the artist and of a later date. 

(g) After Edward Lear: In our opinion a copy of a known 
work of the artist. 

(h) The term signed and/or dated and/or inscribed means 
that in our opinion the signature and/or date and/or 
inscription are from the hand of the artist. 

(i) The term bears a signature and/or date and/or 
inscription means that in our opinion the signature 
and/or date and/or inscription have been added by 
another hand. 

(j) Dimensions are given height before width. (k) Pictures 
are framed unless otherwise stated.

Royalties are calculated on a sliding percentage scale based on 
the hammer price excluding the buyer's premium. The royalty 
does not apply to lots selling below the sterling equivalent of 
£1,000 and the maximum royalty payable on any single lot is the 
sterling equivalent of £10,000. 

Droit de Suite, which is not subject to VAT, will be added to the 
buyer's purchase price and then passed on to the relevant 
collecting agency by the auctioneer.
